Letter from Jerusalem. 


Rev. Leonard Bacon, D. D., of New-Haven, 
who has recently returned from his travels 
in the East, while at Jerusalem, addressed a 
pastoral letter to his church and suciety at 
home. The following extract inspired by 
the hallowed associations of the sacred city, 
is eloquent and highly impressive. 


“ Would that I could adequately express to 
you the thoughts and feelings with which I 


‘look upon the places of the great historical 


tacts recorded in the Scriptures. Many of 
the most interesting of these places lam yet 
lo vinit 
I hope to visit before many days are passed, 
the village of Nazareth,the sea of Gallilee,the 
lain of Gennesaret. I! hope soon to see 

‘thichem, where was born to us a prince 
and Savior who is Christ the Lord. 

But I am permitted to date this letter from 
the city Where our Lord was crucified.— 
| have walked over the Mount of Olives to 
Bethany, where Jesus lodged in the house 
of Mary and Martha and of Lazarus whom 
he had raised from the dead. I have stood 
upon the height from which he beheld the 
city and wept over it. | have walked around 
the hill once crowned with the temple in 
which he taught and of which he foretold 
the utter and dreadful overthrow. I[*have 
seen Gethsemane, where he was in an ago- 
ny beneath the burthen of our redemption. 
[ have looked upon the mountains round 
about Jerusalem and the deep valleys be- 
tween; and I have returned to the sight 
aguin and again, till the vernal landscape 
upon which he looked m the hour of his 
crucitixion—the same outline of hills and 
sky which met his cye ere the sun was dar- 
kened—has become almost as familiar to 
ine as the familiar view of the hills and 
mountains around the city of our own habi- 
tation. 


I need not say that this privilege, for 
which, under God, | am indebted to your 


| kindness, is worth all that it costs me. But 


| would say that this privilege ts far more 
than a mere luxury of sentimentalism. God 
pra the mere enjoyment of looking 
upou t places, rich as that enjoyment is, 
should be the only compensation to me_ for 
the long pilgrimage | have performed in 
coming hither, and for this racted sepa- 
ration from my dearest friends and from 
the work I love.

Theatres—Again. 


We have pronounced theatres an immoral 
institution. Not that everything connected- 
with them is immoral. We believe and | 
know tothe contrary. But we are to judge 
of the moral character of an institution by 
its general influence. We are not to single 
here and there an actor or actress from the 
great body of performers, or from isolated 


— 


[umphs over virtue, and with every artful 


and successful pl¢éa by whieh yice and vil- 

sdicated. The finals of crime, 
p the’confessions of the many 
| figrnish abundant facts to 
ive, théugh often grad- 


pleases the imagination. They who are 
most fond of novels, are most delighted with 
plays; for plays are ugually but novels act- 
ed, or history tur@ed te fiction. Therefore 
their peculiar attraction for the young; and 
because they so strongty excite the imagi- 
nation, and so frequently, though imper- 
ceptibly and gradually gorrupt it, they are 
so dangerous to the young. Thus an unm- 
healthy state of mind i induced, which 
paves the way, in many eases, for eventual 
ruin. 

But aside trom the nature ot these institu. 
tion, their universal concymitante are still 
more fatal However many of the highest 
respectability may attend, ijt is well known 
that such places arethe favorite resort of 
the gainbler, the rake, andthe strange wo- 
man. What go they-ther®:for’? For vic- 


cases, good or bad, predicate the character | 
of the whole. Nor from some clevated trag- 
edy, nor from some vulgar farce, are we to | 
approve or condemn the plays there acted. 
Nor yet from some to be seen both in the 
“boxes” and the “pit,’ are we to judge of 
the respectability or infamy of those who 
attend. By this standard we would arrive 
al two very opposite conclusions, neither of 
which would be correct. The view taken 
and the opimon formed would both be ex- 
treme. The truth will be found between 
the two. 

— Itis well known that theatres had their 
origin in paganism. Tt 1, dlso a fact as well 
known, that they were denounced even by 
heathen moralists. The religious sentiment 
of modern times has borne still more um- | 
form testimony against them. “Plays,” said 
Plito, “raise the passions, and pervert the | 
use of them, and are dangerous to morality.” | 
And even the intidel Rosseau, who wrote for | 


eva because of its corrupting influence. 
We allow that the amusements of those 
days, particularly of the days of the pagan 
philosopher, were more gross, and appealed 
more vulgarly to the heart’s worst passions 
than modern plays, but the principle on 
which they were condemned was the ‘same 
then asnow. They were plays adapted to 
the age in which they were performed, and 
appealed only to the passions that were 
prevalent and popular among those for 
whose pleasure they were acted. And yet 
they corrupted the morality even of that 
age. Thus from that day to this the insti- 
tution has come up with the progress of 
successive generations, less and less gross 
and vulgar as the advance of one age after 
another in civilization and true religion has 
réfined the taste of those who sought such 
amusement. The advancing sentiment of 
mankind has brought up the theatre to its 
present position, from the fight of beasts or 
‘men. The present stage, its well dressed 
actors, its richly colored scenes, is a great 
advance on the ancient arena of blood and. 
lust. But it has not elevated its own char- 
acter. Combatants of ancient days, and the 
hetier, but still rude actors of the Middle 
Ages, all the while exerted an influence 
hostile to the precepts and best wisdom and 
morality olf their tunes. Better institutions 
than theatres, and better men than actors, 
and a better morality than the stage ever 
mnculeated, have created a sentiment that 
even without the sphere of their direct in- 
fluence, has demanded trom time to time 


Thus socicty has all along lifted up the 
theatre, like a weight hanging on it, while 
in no instance has the theatre lifted up so- 
crety. If the theatre be now a more re- 
spectable place of resort than in some pe- 
riod of its history it owes tts respectability 
toifluences wholly foreign to itself. And 
!f those moral and religious influences oper- 
ating so powerfully even upon those who 
deny them, were to be removed, it would 
go rapidly down its naturally descending 
scale. For society would then degencrate, 
and a growing corrupt taste would demand 
amusements corresponding to the degener- 
acv of the times. It would then be seen that 
theatres have no self sustainitig moral prin- 
ciple. What it rare virtue and honor are 
sometimes found upon the stage ’ It alters 
not the fact that the profligacy of stage- 
plavers, the world over, has been notorious 
What if an occasional play exhibits with 
rare attractions, the graces of a virtuous or 
a pious heart’ It alters not the fact that 
their general influence has been hostile to 
those virtues that make socicty happy. 
What if once in a while a lesson of morality 
be taught, and the feet of some wayward 
vouth possibly be kept from worse places 
of resort? It alters not the-painful fact that 
every year hearths are made desolate, and 
tears of agony are shed over multitudes of | 
youth there introduced to disstpation, pov- 
erty,and woe. What if now and then even 
some religious writer may dare to advocate 
their utility? The rare occurrence only 
renders more forcible and decisive their 
uniform and universal condemnation by the 
religious voite and press. How often is it 
that within the walls of a theatre, (we refer 
to the institution, and not to any one partic- 
ular), that young and old of both sexes 
learn to witness without a blush, and to 
hear withoutalarm, what would be banished 
from any less public social and respectable 
circle. How often, as in too many of the 
popular novels of the day, the mind becomes 
tamiliar with,acencs in which shame tri- 


tims. And no where are they so success- 
ful. Many whose geod chagacter and good 
sense are beyond the reach ef such tempta- 
tious, go, and are simply egtertained, not 
corrupted, though not benefitted. They 
have seen and heard ‘nothivig that might 
injure a pure mind. They advocate the (to 
them), harmless amusement. Kut they have 
not seen the work of the templer upon the 
more supple, and less guarded, who witness 
ed the scene - Alas! how, many such have 
then and there fallen! But we drop the 
curtain on scenes so,painful to cegntemplate, 
but which are of weckly gecurefice in the- 
atres in the East 

Again: what theatre is riot the supporter 
of one or more of the numerous drinking sa- 
‘gons that surround them ? ~Where is there 


one in this city whose entrance ‘does not 
open into one, or by the side of one? What 
are they there tor’? and how do thew keep- 
ers pay therr enormous rents Ask those 
who as they go in and” pass out drop their 
quarters at the bar, and thug countenance 
the resorts which are acknowledged to be 
the great demoralizers of every city... They 
would number a great multitude whe there 
and then were first initiated their, career 

Late hours are another evil the moral effects 
of which are wide-spread and dreadfui. In 
the still, small hours of the night, the sedu- 


cers and corruptors, of youth ‘are abroad. 
They are their chosen time of work. “His- 
tory has proved them to be then-numerous 
and fatal on the highways and by-ways to: 
‘the theatre. 


The darkness is a convenient 
cover. Perhaps hunger points to an eating 
hous&,.where unseasonable hours witness 
late and earl y revelry. Perhaps stimulated 
passion tufts the forbidden knob that opens 
the door of infamy. But we forbear. ‘No 
honest observer can deny the mora} evils pf 
such /ate amusements. They are too obyi- 
ous in every city, and are written in the 
blood of too many broken hearts, te escape 
the notice as one of the worst attendants off 
theatrical exhibitions. 
tWhat we have said attaches to theatres 
as such. We proséribe none in particular, 
We condemd them as an institution” We. 
do notdeny but they do some good, though’ 
we do believe they do much more evil, We 
make no charge of immorality on the actors] 
now among us. We libel none who go 
ler with us as to patronise them. We have | 
heard from reliable sources of the rate ex- 
cellence of some whom we consider as un- 
fortunate in being connected with the plage, 
We know that very many who attend, and 
advocate these amusements, are above sus- 
picion or reproach. We regret that their 
influence and example are with an ingtitu- 
tion whose past and present influence will 
not bear the test of true morality. ft 
We have nothing todo with the assertion 
that if we had no theatres we should pave 
more gambling. We doubt its truth. Beside, 
we are no udvocate of a morality which 
only chooses between two evils. hare is 
no necessity for such a choice. He‘who 
makes it must be in sad wantof an apology.

Sacramento, Dec. 9, 1851. 

Mr. Eprron;—We are now in the very 
heart of our California winter. The past 
two weeks have been chilly ones. When 
the nights have been clear, we have had 
heavy frosts, and ice has formed. Indeed, 
since the hard rain of last week, which 
pretty thoroughly saturated the ground, we 
have twice found, when early abroad, ice 
as thick as a fifty dollar piece, and the 
ground slightly frozen. We can not tell you 
how low the mercury has fallen in the ther_ 
mometer. Suffice it, that we have had divers 
healthy mornings, and somewhat sharp and 
spicy withall. 

The late rains have turned to snow on 
reaching the hills; and now the mountains, 
almost to their very feet, are covered with 
fleecy robes, and yesterday, as we were out 
to take a look at them, they towered aloft, 
wearing gracefully their virgin mantles, 
sparkling in snowy whiteness. How im- 
pressively the tar heights, in their serene re- 
pose, above all clouds and storms, speak to 
us of the majesty of Him that dwells alone! 

The river opposite our city is muddy, and 
discolored, by the rise of the water in the 
streams above. Feather river has beceme 
so much swollen, that navigation, by the bet- 
ter class of boats, has been resumed between 
this place and Marysville; that young city 
having been for months above the head of 
very practicable navigation. 

The roads into the country have become 
somewhat soft and miry, but travel is not 
greatly impeded, nor the amount of it at all 
diminished. The streets of the city are, in 
truth, muddy enough. They are so level 
arid so much traveled that it cannot be oth- 
erwise, so long as all the water that falls 
stands over their entire surface. The au- 
thorities have made plank crossings for foot 
travellers, so that one can get about, not- 
withstanding the rain, without serious incon- 
venience. 

Last Sabbath al! our churches were well 
attended; and the Sabbath schools were 
quite full. There is no sight so agreeable 
to Californians as that of pretty children 
gathered in schools of this character: nor 
any sound so cheering as that of children’s 
voices mingling in song. Rev. Dr. Boring, 
of your city, Presiding Elder of the M. E. Ch. 
South, was in this place, at Rev. Mr. Gober’s 
Church, in attendance on their Quarterly 
Meeting. We are informed that he preach- 
ed in his usnal happy and impressive man- 
ner. 

There has recently been a change in the 
M. E.Church North in our city. Rev. Mr. 
Briggs has been succeeded by Rev. Mr. Strat- 
tun, lately of the Oneida Conference, N. Y. 
Mr. S. is a young man, but comes well rec- 
ommended ; and although he is quite unlike 
his predecessor, and may find the post a 
difficult one to fill, his people are very con- 
fident that he will give a high degtce of sat- 
isfaction. 

In the absence of Rev. Mr. Brierly, the 
Baptist chapel is not open for divine service 
every Sabbath. This is much to be regret- 
ted. The interest of both the denomination 
and the cause of religion suffers in conse- 
quenee When people’s own associations 
are broken up, and.the doors of their own 
churches are closed, they are not likely to 
feel the same interest in sacred things, nor 
to be as constant at church elsewhere as 
formerly. Their spirits flag, their courage 
droops, and their piety loses its tone and 
vigor. The more Churches we have, the 
better, so long as they can be well sus- 
tained. 

Our city all the while. There

yearly completed ; when done it will be the 
hest in the State.

Trip to Sonoma. 

Mr. Evirorn—Having spent a few days in 
visiting Sonoma, and portions of the. valley 
of that name, which by-the-by, | am told 
means, when interpreted, “The Valley of 
the Moon,” | propose to give you a few facts 
and thoughts, hastily gathered, and imper- 
fectly matured, during my visit. 

| reached Sonoma .by the regular road 
from Benecia, passing near by Vallejo, that 
Capital of doubtful existence and duration ; 
thence through Napa Valley, with its varia- 
tions and panoramic shiftings, until by pro- 
gression, both locomotive and scenic, I for 
the first time looked down upon the Valley 
of the Moon. I am not surprised that Gen. 
Valle{ when he had all California to select 
from, pitched his camp there; nor that he 
afterwards, asa general in the service of 
his country, there established his head quar- 
ters; nor that still afterwards, when a citi- 
zen of the United Sta et lingers there. 
When I was there it ruly the Valley of 
the moon, for that mild orb of night came 
up at set of sun, and stéod over the valley 
until the sun again mantled the eastern hills 
with his @ronger light, as though she was 
its appointed and acknowledged guardian. 
In Napa, and a portion of Sonoma Valley, wild 
geese have their home, and are there by the 
acre, whitening or darkening the ground as 
they cluster in female or male flocks; and 
as the eye 1s stretched across the plains, 
here and there is seén a man and a mule, 
the man with a gun and the mule loaded 
with geese—these are sold at Benicia, and 
again in your market, and if you, Mr Editor, 
are really “paid in advance,” you can go 
and buy one of any early morning. 

The hill-slopes on the east all look rocky, 
sterile and bare, broken and unfinished ; 
whereas, those on the west are all most 
beautifully undulating, gently sloping, green 
and grassy ; the rocks all hidden beneath a 
rich gravelly loam. The lands in this valley 
are almost all of exceeding richness and 
strength, scarcely a foot of land is to be 
found where good crops may not be grown. 
The western hills secure them from the se- 
vere winds of the coast, and the depth of 
the valley and the ever-running river, and 
numerous springs will always secure them 
against premature drouth. | If crops may 
anywhere be relied upon, as-« sure thing, it 
isin this valley. Many gentlemen of no 
small sagacity, and no limited experience 
as explorers, are there looking up farms ; 
even bachelors, and old bachelors too, 
(those half-a-scissors, forlorn, self-cast-away 
humans,) having now and then a bright 
vfSion of reform, are there staking out broad 
acres. 

The village, town, city, or whatever be its 
proper designation, of Sunoma,is no great 
affair. The ‘Square, or ‘Green, or ‘Parade 
Ground, or ‘Plaza del Armas,’ is large, and 
on the east side, which is evidently the Gov- 
ernment bnilding side, looks pretty well, as 
also the north; the west and south less so. 
All out of the square is sub-urban. 

The children here run to waste, the peo- 
ple seeming to have sent the schoolmaster 
abroad. On Sunday there was no religious 
service in the village, though outside, some. 
where, | believe there was.

eminence. We need but mention the Math- 
ers,the Edwardes, the Dwights, and the Bee- 
chers, to illustrate this fact. The Alexand- 
ers are not less distinguished. ARCHIBALD 
ALEXANDER, who died full of years and hon- 
ors, at Princeton, on Tuesday morning, was 
one of:the giants of these days, and the fath- 
er of u race of giants. The name has be- 
come venerable and sacred, and its distinc- 
tion is likely not only to be continued, but 
to be increased by its living inheritors.” 


Dr. Alexander was born on the 17th April 
1772, on the banks of a small tributary of 


the James river, in that part of Virginia, | 


which trom the great natural curiosity it 
contains, iscalled Rockbridge. He was de- 
scended by both parents from Presbyterians 
of Scotland, who first emigrated to Ireland 
and thence to America. 

He waseducated at Liberty Hall Acade- 
my, and in 1789 commenced the study of 
Theology under Rev. Wm. Graham. He 
was licensed to preach Oct. 1791, and was 
ordained May 6th 1795. 

About 1803 he was married to a daugh- 
ter of Rev. Jonas Waddle, D. D.,“the blind 
preacher,” celebrated by Mr. Wirtin “ The 
British Spy.” | 

He has been mainly known to the world 
in connection with the Princeton Theologi- 
cal Seminary, with which he has been con- 
nected for nearly forty years. During this 
period a large number of ministers of the 
Gospel have received their education there» 
and there are now nearly one hundred and 
fifty students connected with the Institu- 
tion. 

Dr. Alexander was widely known and dis- 
tinguished as an author, as well as a prea- 
cher an cher. His life has been long 
and full of usefulness, and his memory is 
blessed. He has gathered to his fath- 
ers, ina good and an honored old age, and 
has entered upon his eternal reward. 

He died in Princeton on the 22d day of 
October last, in the 80th year of his age. 


The Orphan Asylum. 


The managers of this institution have hir- 
ed a commodious house, situated on the cor- 
ner of Folsom and Second streets, to which 
the Asylum was removed last week. The 
house is large and roomy, and the situation 
is one of the most pleasant and healthy to 
be found in the vicinity of the city. The 
ample grounds belonging to the house are 
enclosed, and are shaded with trees. 

This institution has not yet been in oper- 
ation a year, but its benevolent objects, and 
its great usefulness thus far have secured 
for it the confidence and support of the com- 
munity. From ten to fifteen homeless chil- 
dren have found a home in the Asylum, 
where they have enjoyed every comfort. 
The children have most of the time been in 
school; and now, as the common school 
system has gone into operation, they will be 
constantly under the best of instruction. 

It is pleasant to visit the Asylum and see 
the neatness and comfort of the home thus 
furnished by the benevolent to those who, 
if it were not for this, would suffer in pov- 
erty and want. It must be the best reward | 
the good ladies could have, for their patient 
and persevering labor in establishing the 
Asylum, to see it conferring so much happi- 
ness on those unfortunate ones who would 
otherwise have been thrown upon the cold 
charities of the world. 

The Asylum is in the constant receipt of 
presents from merchants and dealers in such 
things as are necessary for the support and 
comfort of the inmates. From this source 
it mainly derives its support, and as conti- 
nued demands are made by the; increasing 
numbers applying for admission, we hope 
still more of our citizens will extend to this 
deserving institution their patronage. A 
much larger number can be accommodated 
in the Asylum where it is now situated, than 
could be received where it has heretofore 
been. Mrs. Wilson continues to be Matron, 
and we hope for the children’s sakes, and 
for the sake of the permanent usefulness 
and prosperity of the institution, that she 
will long remain so.
